equipm ent for ham m ers, 
saws and trowels to renovate 
and expand a former auto 
salesroom into the firm’s 


new factory-corporate office 
complex. 
Other employes worked 
inside 
cram ped 
40-foot 
trailers, making mattresses 
three shifts a day to keep 
pace with a mountain of 
orders 
from 
hospitals, 
nursing homes and private 
customers. 
“I like the place. I like to 
work here. We had to pull

Frank 
Tucker, 20, an employe for 
the last 18 months. 
“You rarely see the owner 
of a place come out and give 
you a hand when you need it 
like Allen does. He was 
working as hard as anybody 
after the fire,” Tucker said.

Machine Ready

LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
A new device which will 
electronically record blood 
pressure without human 
supervision is expected to be 
available early next year to 
doctors, hospitals, and even 
private homes. 
The computerized unit is 
designed to automatically 
r e c o r d 
a c c u r a t e 
m easurem ents 
of 
blood 
pressure within 60 seconds 
and give the readout on a 
digital screen. 


The electronic unit, called 
an A E S. — for automatic 
electronic 
sphygmomano­ 
meter — was developed by 
scientist 
inventor 
Abe 
Lichowsky after several 
years of research. It is being 
manufactured by Medical 
Monitors, Inc. 
Harry Shuster, president 
of Medical Monitors, said 
persons wishing to know 
their blood presure simply 
put an arm through a hoop, 
rest it on a tray, push a 
button and wail 
Their 
systolic 
and 
diastolic 
readings soon will appear on 
a screen. 


The prototype has been 
extensively tested, Shuster 
said, and production was to 
begin soon with supply 
availability scheduled for 
January. 
The aim is to make the 
m achine available in a 
moderate price range, but he 
said that range will depend 
on the volume of production 
and sales. 
Also, 
Shuster 
said, 
research was continuing to 


bring the model size down to 
that of a small calculator. 
The present model is a table 
top unit, about a foot high 
and more than two feet long. 
He predicted the unit will 
become as much a household 
product as a bathroom scale. 
No specific knowledge or 
medical skills are involved. 
“We are confident it will 
have an impact upon the 
m e d i c a l 
p r o f e s s i o n 
equivalent to the effect of 
Xerox 
m achines 
upon 
business offices,” he said. 
An estimated 23 million 
Americans have high blood 
pressure, or hypertension, 
and as many as half may not 
know it. Medical authorities 
agree that hypertension is 
one of the most frequent 
causes of death in the United 
States. Because hyertension 
has few symptoms, sufferers 
may go for years before 
suffering a stroke, heart 
attack or kidney failure. 
Shuster said the company 
plans to install 
units in 
hospitals, educational in­ 
stitutions and public health 
offices, as well as more 
frequently visited locations 
such as banks and super­ 
markets. 
The customary method of 
checking blood pressure is 
with 
a 
manual 
sphygmomanometer - the 
familiar cloth cuff around 
the arm, the rubber bulb to 
apply pressure, and the 
mercury stale — interpreted 
by a doctor or nurse 
Doctors have recognized 
the method leaves the in­ 
terpretation open to several 
v a r i a b l e s .

“In buying quilted fabrics 
by the yard, consider weight, 
thickness and texture most 
suitable for the garm ent’s 
design.

The stitch length 
of the quilting threads should 
be short enough to avoid 
catching or snagging while 
wearing or cleaning. When 
s tr e tc h e d

quilting threads should give

breaking,” she pointed out. 
Doing your own quilting 
can give custom or unique 
detail effect. Sandwich a 
lightweight batting, such as
